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ANDREW  THOMPSON 

THE  EMIGRANT 


On  the  24th  day  of  June,  1664,  r.ho  Duke  of 
York,  afterwards  James  II.  of  Engiand,  con- 
veyed to  two  unworthy  favorites.  John  Lord 
Berkley  and  Sir  George  Carteret,  a  large  tract 
of  land  in  America,  part  of  which  was  thereafter 
to  bo  called  Xew  Caesarea,  or  Xew  Jersey. 

Both  of  these  grantees  had  }>een  devoted  loyal- 
ist."", and  had  followed  Charles  II.  into  exile,  after 
the  execution  of  hi>  father. 

On  the  13th  of  March,  1673,  Berkley  for 
£1000  conveyed  his  undivided  moiety  to  John 
Fenwick,  in  which  purchase,  it  was  charged,  Fen- 
wick  used  some  of  the  moneys  of  his  friend,  Ed- 
ward Byllynge. 

From  this  purchase  began  the  long  and  serious 
dispute  with  Fenwick,  from  whom  Byllynge's 
creditors  sought  to  recover  their  debts  and  suc- 
ceeded in  so  doing. 

William  Penn   was  compelled   to  arbitrate  rh»» 
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P  question  and  divided  thut  nine-tenths  ut"  the  lands 
justly  belonged  to  Byllyuge'a  rrcditora  ami  shoul  I 
be  sold  to  pay  Ii'im  debts  in  London  nnd  Yorkshire, 
anioiintiSg  to  11000  sterling. 

To  settle  the  claims  Fcnwick'.aud  Byllyngo,  on 
the  0th  day  of  February,  107*1,  conveyed  the 
moiety  to  William  l'enn,  Gawcn  Lawrie,  and 
.Nicholas  Lucas,  reserving  to  Fenwick  ten  parts 
described  by  numbers. 

Before  Ken  wick  left  Finland  in  1075,  lie  al<o 
made  provision  to  settle  his  own  debtH  l>y  nee  tiring 
,  John    Kldridge   and    Fdinnnd    Warner,   who   had 
•    assumed   them,  by  giving  them  a   mortgage   upon 
I  Ids  ten  parte  of  ilia  New  Jersey  hinds,  some  of 
which,  having  been  previously  conveyed,  were  re- 
served from  said   mortgage. 

Tn  May,  107a.  John  Fenwick  had  conveyed 
10.000  acres  to  Richard  Guy,  the  deed  for  which 
had  l>een  recorded  in  London.  See  Contract, 
office  Sec.  of  State,  Trenton,  "NT.  .T. 

John  Fenwick,  born  1018,  held  a  commission 
in  Cromwell's  army  in  IT.  IS;  while  in  that  ser- 
vice was  converted  to  the  opinions  of  George  Fox, 
nnd  set  sail  for  America  in  107ft. 

After  his  first  wife's  death,  with  their  three 
daughters,  Elizabeth,  wife  of  John  Adorns,  Anne, 
soon  to  heroine  the  wife  of  Samuel  Hedge,  Jr.,  and 
Priscilla,  wife  of  "Edward   Champney  and   their 
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children,  with  about  ten  servantrf  ami  thiri\  <.th  r 
families,  Julia  Feu  wick  embarked  from  London. 

His  second  wife,  Mary  Uurdcl,  never  came  to 
America. 

hi  the  little  mIi i (>  "  Uritlith,"  Kobert  GriflUli, 
captain,  they  anchored  off  Port  Elsborg,  in  Dela- 
ware riwr,  the  2Ud  of  September,  old  .style,  oleveu 
days  Inter,  new  stylo,  October  5th,  UJ75. 

The  next  day  tliey  ascended  AsHuinhoekin,  after- 
wards Fenwick,  now  Salem  river,  and  settled  at 
Salem,  a  place  which  some  thirty-five  yea rs  before 
had  Ix'cn  settled  by  an  Knglish  colony  from  New 
Haven,  Conn.,  most  <.f  whom  had  aul>sc<|Ucnt1y 
been  driven  on  I  by  I  he  Dutch,  sent  out  from  New 
Amsterdam.  This  is  said  to  have  l»een  the  first 
Knglish  ship  to  laud  immigrants  in  New  Jersey, 
and  the  first  Knglish  colony  to  he  founded  in  that 
State.  It  is  likely  thai  they  found  a  few  of  the 
New  Haven  settlers  remaining  at  Salem. 

John  Fcmvtek  tool,  the  oath  of  office  as  Gov- 
ernor of  his  colony,  June  20th,  1  *> T<^. 

\Ye  are  fold  that,  owing  to  the  difficulties  be- 
tween the  claimants  and  questions  affecting  the 
title  to  the  Xew  Jersey  lauds,  no  ship  came  bear- 
ing immigrants  for  nearly  two  years. 

The  "'.Willing  Mind"  landed  in  -November, 
,1077,  and  the  ship  "Mary"  made  two  trips  the 
same  vear. 


As  soon  as  Fenwiek's  arrival  was  made  known 
to  tin*  Governor,  Sir  Edmund  A  ml  run,  in  New 
York,  Fenwiek's  rights  to  the  New  Jersey  lands 
were  questioned,  the  New  York  authorities  claim- 
ing title  by  a  later  patent,  ami  that  Fenwiek's 
patent  had  been  extinguished  by  the  intervening 
Dutch  conquest. 

Fen  wick  was  subsequently  arrested,  carried  to 
New  York,  tried,  and  convicted. 

But  being  both*  Quaker  and  an  Englishman  lie 
maintained  his  rights,  and  though  returning  sev- 
eral times  to  New  York  on  his  paroh',  never  sur- 
rendered his  claim. 

In  1*177  proofs  of  the  King's  patents  and  other 
grants  reached  New  York,  but  not  until  the  Eng- 
lish courts  decided  in  his  favor  were  these  troubles 
ended  and  the  Duke  of  York's  deed  to  the  West 
Jersey  proprietors  of  August  <;,  IfiSO,  continued 
and  the  New  Jersey  titles  rati  tied. 

John  Fenwiek,  .March  2:5d,  1<»82,  conveyed  all 
his  lands  in  Jersey  to  William  IVnn,  reserving 
150,000  acres  for  himself,  which  act  terminated 
his  right  as  proprietor.  In  March,  1('»S:»,  he  was 
elected  a  member  of  the  assembly  from  Salem 
tenth,  which  assembly  lirst  met  at  Burlington, 
Nov.  21st,  1G81,  and  which  enacted  laws  for  the 
colony  of  Salem  and  other  parts  of  East  and  Wet 
Jersey. 
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»  Owing  to  ill  health,  wliicli  continued  tititi I  Kia 
I    fouth  in.rJX'ceiubor,   lOS.'J,  Fen  wick  never  sat  iu 
the  assembly. 

I  Though  always  in  debt  to  1*01111,  and  sorely  tried 
by  his  decision  regarding  his  debt  to  Ityllynge, 
their  friendship  continued  to  the  end,  and  J'enn 
was  his  executor  and  tin;  guardian  of  his  children. 

The  letters  written  bv  IYnn  to  Fenwick  during 
tlic  controversy  are  models  of  courtesy  and  Chris- 
tian counsel. 

The  cruel  reign  of  Charles  11.,  extending  from 
lCGO  to  1(585,  was  followed  by  that  of  James  TT., 
which  was  endured  by  a  long-suffering  poop!" 
from  10S.-,  fu  February,  1US*. 

Monmouth's  rebellion  occurred  May  t<»  duly, 
1685,  followed  bv  (leorge  TcjfTi-oy'a  bloody  assizes 
in  September  of  that  year.

Under  dame-  II.  persecutions  wore  somewhat 
relaxed  though  the  Covenanters  or  Camoronians 
were  especially  excluded  (herefrom. 

The  arbitrary  religious  and  political  persecu- 
tions of  these  times  promoted  greal  social  unrest 
and  emigration  from  England  and  Scotland  in- 
crea.-ed  though  often  prohibited. 

Tn  those  earlv  davs  Fen  wick  was  several  times 


Subject  to  Friends'  discipline  for  his  conduct,  and 
fcJiia  answer,  July  5th,  10.S1,  not  being  satisfactory, 
his  nume  after  that  date  doo«  not  appear  on  the 
records  of  tlio  Society. 

The  monthly  meeting  of  Friends  was  estab- 
lished at  Salem  as  curly  as  lG7t>,  the  first  in  New 
Jersey  after  Shrewsbury. 

The  yearly  meeting  of  Pennsylvania  and  New 
Jersey  was  also  held  at  Salem  as  early  as  1084, 
the  celebrated  George  Keith  attending  its  sessions 
in  February,  1003. 

These  early  records  also  show  the  settlement  of 
many  controversies  between  members  of  the  So- 
.  cicty  in  and  by  the  action  of  the  meeting  without 
litigation. 

Also  that  the  Society  exercised  supervision  of 
marriages,  requiring  the  consent  of  parents,  even 
when  the  parties  were  adults,  and  the  approval 
of  the  Society. 

And  in  cases  of  second  marriages,  care  was 
taken  to  secure  the  right  of  children  in  their  de- 
ceased parent's  property. 

-  The  following  entries  are  found  in  the  records 
of  Salem  Monthly  "Meeting  of  Friends,  Vol.  4, 
page  1702 :

John  Thompson  and  his  wife  with  four  chil- 
dren and  a  servant,  William  Hall  came  to  West 
Jersey  sailing  Sep.  10,  1077  in  the  ship,  Mary  of 
Dublin,  John  Hall,  master  and  landed  Dee.  22, 
1677. 

Andrrw,  son  of  Thomas  Thompson,  was  born 
at  Kirkfenton,  Yorkshire  1637  and  20th  of  Sep. 
lf»58,  Thomas  Thompson  and  Elizabeth,  his  wife 
with  their  two  sons,  John  and  Andrew,  removed 
from  Kirkfenton  to  Ireland  and  July  11th,  1664, 
Andrew  Thompson,  married  Tsnl>ella  Marshall, 
daughter  of  Humphrey  Marshall,  who  was  bom 
in  Silbv,  Leicestershire  Countv,  England. 
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Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Andrew  Thompson,  was 
born  Parish  Donard,  Wickloe  County,  Iroland, 
the  loth  of  8th  month  1000. 

William,  son  of  Andrew  Thompson  and  Isa- 
bella Thompson,  was  born  in  Ireland  8th  month 
9th  1000. 

Androw,  aon  of  snmo  parents,  was  born  in  Ire- 
land, 11th  month-13th  1070. 

In  1G77,  Andrew  Thompson  with  his  wife  and 
throe  children,  removed  from  Ireland  to  West 
Jorsey,  sailing  »  month  16th  in  '  .Alary  of  Dublin,' 
John  Hall,  master  and  landed  Elsinl>ur&  West 
Jersey  12th  month  22il  1077. 

John  Thompson,  son  same  parents,  was  bom  in 
Elsinburg,  4th  month  2.i  1084."

Humbly  in  1005,  and  died  1715,  age,  SO  vears.

John  Thompson,  Bartholomew  Wyatt,  and 
others  were  rnemlx-rs  <>f  the  nssombly  held  :it  T?ur- 
lin<rton,  X.  J.,  April  5th,  1707. 

J«»!m  Thompson  was  an  active,  useful  member 
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of  Salem  Monthly  Meeting  and  gave  the  largest 
sum,  .C50,  towards  the  erection  of  the  iirist  brick 
meeting  house  in  1702. 

Hv  is  sometimes  called  "  carpenter,"  "  malfcter," 
"  Yeoman." 

Prior  to  1080  ho  must  have,  remarried,  for  in 
the  deed,  dated  Nov.  1st,  1080,  Uichard  Guy,  yeo- 
man, and  his  wife,  IJridgot  Guy,  convey  to  John 
Thompson,  carpenter,  atid  Sarah  Thompson,  his 
wife,  220  acres  of  land  on  Delaware  river  near 
grantee's  dwelling,  between  Andrew  Thompson, 
maltster's,  plantation,  and  the  grantors,  upon 
which  farm  John  Thompson  resided  until  his 
death.  This  farm  he  devised  to  his  grandson,  John 
Thompson,  which,  when  he  became  of  nge,  he  sold 
to  John  rraneoek,  of  Allownys  Creek. 

The  property  was  long  known  as  the  John  Hall 
farm  and  now  owned  by  Uichard  ('.  Ballingcr. 

Friends'  records  show  tlmt  1th  month  2d  H>70 
Thomas,  probably  John  Thompson,  proposed  mar- 
riage with  Sarah  Fairbanks  of  Elsinborough. 

Tlie  public  recoi-ds  nt  Trenton  show  a  deed  of 
Aug.  22,  1G77,  made  by  Robert  Turner  of  Dublin 
of  a  share  of  hind  in  West  Jersey,  conveyed  to 
Jvolx'rt   Fairbanks,  late  of  Wexford  County. 

On  the  margin  is  this  note:  "This  bv  ye  de- 
cease of  Ikohort  Fairbanks  is  fallen  to  John 
Thompson  nhd  Snrnh;  his  wife,  who  was  relict  of 
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ye  said  Kobert  .Fairbanks  and  by  ye  Thompson 
and  Sarah,  his  wife  sold  to  William  UoojKjr." 

A  subsequent  deed  in  1082  conveys  same  share 
of  land  to  William  Cooper,  blacksmith,  of  1'yuo 
Point,  upon  Delaware  river. 

,  John  Thompson  by  his  will,  dated  24th  of  sixth 
month,  1715,  proven  January  27th,  1710,  and  re- 
corded in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  (see 
Appendix  1.)  gives  one  third  part  of  his  real  and 
personal  estate  to  his  beloved  wife,  Sarah,  his 
plantation  of  220  acres  to  his  grandson,  John 
Thompson,  when  he  attained  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  years,  or  to  his  grandson,  James  Thompson, 
provided  John  Thompson  should  nut  attain  to  the 
full  age  of  twenty-one  years. 

It  would  seem  from  the  terms  of  the  will  that 
the  testator's  son,  James  Thompson,  had  prede- 
ceased him,  and  his  desire  was  to  provide  for  the 
children  of  his  sons,  James  and  Thomas,  and  his 
daughter,  Mary  Woodnutt. 

Neither  of  his  children  are  beneficiaries  under 
the  will,  and  the  recorded  conveyances  show  prior 
provision  for  his  son,  Thomas. 

The  residue  of  his  estate  is  divided  equally 
anions  the  children  of  his  sons,  James  and  Thomas 
and  his  daughter,  Marv  Woodnutt. 

He  names  his  loving  son,  Richard  Woodnutt, 
and   Andrew  Thompson,  his  kinsman,  and  John 
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<j}oodwin  executors,  and  directs  them  to  give  liis 
"  wolatto  servant  Kate  "  her  freedom  after  his 
wife's  death. 

The  inventory  of  his  personal  estate  made  by 

John  .Mason  and  Bartholomew  Wyatt  amounts  to

The  will  of  Thomas  Thompson,  proven  May 
.Tlst,  1714,  Book  1,  page  400,  names  wife,  Sarah 
(not.  Kebecka),  Sarah,  Rachel,  Ledcith,  and  Mary, 
daughters,^  the  last  three  under  age,  and  an  ex- 
pected child,  names  his  father,,  John  Thompson, 
,  his  cousin,  Andrew  Thompson,  and  Bartholomew 
Wyatt,  executors. 

Thomas   Thompson,   the  third   son   of  Thomas 
and  Elizabeth  Thompson,  was  born  near  Dublin, 
L  Ireland,  in  1050.      His  name  is  frequently  men- 
tioned after  1077.    ITe  paid  £18  in  1702  to  build 
new  meeting  house;  died,  1714. 

TTis  son,  John  Thompson,  bought  land  at  Alio- 
ways  Creek,  in  Salem  County. 

There   was   a    Thomas   Thompson,   born    about 
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1631,  converted  by  preaching  of  William  Dewa- 
burr  in  August,  1652  (Skipsea,  Eng.),  was  for 
fifty  years  an  eminent  minister  in  the  Society, 
died  Sep.  14th,  1704,  old  style.  His  son,  Thomas 
Thompson,  Jr.,  visited  America  in  1700  with 
John  Richardson  and  other  traveling  ministers, 
died  1727,  at  Saffron,  Walden,  formerly  of 
Hitchen. 

The  brothers,  'John  and  Andrew  Thompson, 
with  their  wives  and  children  ombarked  Sept. 
16th,  1677,  in  ship,  Mary  of  Dublin,  John  Hall, 
captain,  and  landed  at  Elsinborough  Point,  Dec. 
22d  of  that  year.  In  1680  the  two  brothers  bought 
of  Richard  and  Bridget  Guy  adjoining  lands  in 
the  present  township  of  Elsinborough,  Salem 
County.  The  deed  given  to  Andrew  Thompson 
and  Isabella,  his  wife,  bears  date  the  1st  day  of 
Nov.,  1680,  is  witnessed  by  Edward  Wade, 
Samuel  Wade,..  John  Thompson,  and  James 
Nevill,  and  is  recorded  in  the  clerk's  office  of 
Salem  County,  July  24th,  1701,  Book  7,  Samuel 
Hedge  -being  recorder.  The  deed  conveys  168 
acres,  part  of  1,000  acres  conveyed  Feb.  26th, 
1675,  to  the  Guys  by  John  Fen  wick,  lying  at  the 
junction  of  Dclawaro  river  and  Salem  creek,  the 
consideration  being  current  money  of  Delaware 
river. 

The   "emigrant   house"   built   on    this    farm 
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near  the  river,  was  in  good  condition  and  repair 
as  late  of  1820. 

The  site  of  this  house  and  the  orchard  in  front 
of  the  house  were  many  years  ago  entirely  removed 
by  the  action  of  the  Delaware  rivery  which  con- 
*   tinues  to  wear  away  the  eastern  shore  of  this  sec- 
tion. 

Both  of  these  brothers,  John  and  Andrew 
Thompson,  with  others,  subscribe  the  concessions 
and  agreements  of  the  proprietors  of  the  Province 
£bf  West  Jersey,  in  America,  dated  March  3d,  1676, 
which,  among  other  rights,  secures  entire  religious 
freedom.  Thia  right  was  also  secured  by  the  con- 
cessions of  Berkeley  and  Carteret,  dated  Feb. 
10th,  1664. 

1  These  concessions  with  those  under  the  Mon- 
mouth Patent,  April  7th,  1665,  induced  many  per- 
secuted victims  to  flock  into  New  Jersey  from 
England,  Scotland,  and  Now  England. 

Thomas i  Thompson,  of  Kirkfenton,  Yorkshire, 
England,  in  1658  removed  with  his  family  to  Ire- 
land, where  ho  probably  died.

177.r>,  was  for  many  years  man- 
ager of  \Yistar\s  <rlass  works.

John,  h.   April  23u\  1084,  in   Elsinl>orough,

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Andrew  Thompson,  b.  10.J7,  was  uncreated  iu 
,  public  affairs,  lie  was  appointed  a  Justice  of  the 
Peace  for  the  Colony  by  John  Fenwick,  the  Gov- 
ernor, and  was  also  one  of  the  four  Justices  of  tho 
Peace  elected  by  the  General  Free  Assembly  at 
Burlington,  qualifying  March  15th,  1083,  serving 
several  years. 

He  frequently  served  as  executor  and  seems  to 
have  been  a  trusted  citizen. 

Andrew  Thompson  died  in  1090,  leaving  his 
will,  written  with  his  own  hand,  dated  29th  of 
tenth  month  1694,  in  which  ho  devises  his  home- 
stead of  108  acres  to  his  two  elder  sons,  William 
and  Andrew,  describing  the  portion  of  each  son 
with  care,  specially  requesting  them  "  not  to  op- 
press or  deale  unjustly  by  one  the  other." 

lie  gives  his  youngest  son  John  £<>0,  names  his 
loving  brother  John,  his  friend,  Richard  Darkin, 
and  son-in-law,  Isaac  Smart,  executors,  giving  each 
of  them  "  £3  a  piece  for  their  troble." 
1         See  Andrew  Thompson's  will,  Appendix  2. 

William  Thompson,  Hannah,  his  wife,  and  their 
oldest  son.  Joseph,  unite  in  a  deed  dated  28th  of 
12th  month,  1710,  whereby  their  interest  in  said 
farm  devised  to  the  father,  is  conveyed  to  the  sec- 
ond son,  Andrew  Thompson,  by  which  title  to  the 
whole  Elsinbo  rough  homestead  is  vested  in  him. 

The  bequest  of  £00  to  his  younger  brother  John, 


a  minor,  was  secured  to  him  by  a  mortgage  dated 
Feb.  18th,  1097,  given  by  Andrew  Thompson  to 
John  Thompson  and  Isaac  Smart  in  trust  for  the 
use  of  John,  and  made  payablo  on  or  before  the 
23d  day  of  June,  1704.  It  was  recorded  Alarch 
11th,  1098. 

The  witnesses  were  Benjamin  Holmes,  Isaac 
Jennings,  John  Cugg,  and  Joseph  Flyss. 

The  marginal  note  shows  the  payment  of  this 
mortgage  July  7th,  1705. 

Under  his  father's  will  and  by  his  brother's 
deed,  Andrew  Thompson,  Jr.,  became  sole  owner 
of  his  father's  homestead  in  the  township  of  Elsin- 
borough. 

The  title  and  possession  of  this  particular  farm 
was  held  in  the  Thompson  family  from  1080  until 
Dec.  20th,  1882,  over  200  years,  when  David  Allen 
Thompson,  of  Albany,  N.  Y.,  conveyed  the  same  to 
J.'  Howard  Subers,  of  Phila.,  Pa. 

The  deed  dated  Nov.  1st,  1680,  Richard  Guy 
and  wife  to  Andrew  Thompson,  the  mortgage  of 
1697,  and  the  deed  of  William  Thompson,  his  wife 
and  Ron,  dated  12th  month  28th,  1710,  written 
upon  heavy  parchment,  are  now  in  the  writer's 
possession  and  well  preserved. 

"Friends'  records  at  Salem  show  that  Elizabeth, 
the  only  sister  of  these  three  brothers,  William, 
Andrew,   and   John   Thompson,  was  married   in 
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meeting  the  25th  day  of  February,  1683,  to  Isaac 
Smart,  the  society  consenting  thereto,  "  except 
Isaac  had  not  notified  his  mother  in  old  England, 
owing  to  the  distance  that  was  waived." 

Isaac  Smart  died  in  1700,  and  his  widow,  Eliza- 
beth Thompson  Smart,  with  the  approval  of  the 
meeting  was,  Nov.  20th,  1701,  married  to  Edward 
Keasbey.
